“There should be a large market for cork lino, linoleum and 
thick floor coverings for the cold stone floors 
such as exist throughout Mexico, even in the 
best provincial houses. A stove, such as the 
British syphon class, which absorbs the damp 
and can with safety be left burning without attention and yet not 
overheat the room, should command a large sale. Almost every 
householder paying a rent of 60/. per annum and over, really needs 
two or three of these and could afford them.

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul at Buenos Aires, reporting that a 
scheme of railway extension is about to be 
carried out in Argentina which will ensure 
a large expenditure of capital, the rendering accessible of a 
great tract of country, and consequent enhancement of the 
value of property, some of which is held by British subjects, and 
the diversion of traffic and shipping from Buenos Ayres to Bahia 
Blanca. 

The first step in this has been the acquisition by the Buenos 
Aires and Pacific Railway of the Bahia Blanca and North Western 
Railway Company’s line. 

Secondly, the construction of a line from Nueva Roma on this 
latter line across the Western Railway at Catrilo to Pedernera on 
the Pacific Railway ; and thirdly, the construction of a line from 
San Rafael on the Grand Western Railway through Gerard 
Victorica to Toay, the terminus of the Bahia Blanca, and North 
Western, and junction of that line with the Western. 

The extensions will entail the importation of 200,000 tons of 
railway material, which are to be landed at Bahia Blanca, and they 
will make available, land which at present has only a low value, 
owing to its distance from railways. 

The line will provide a new outlet for the produce of the wine 
districts of Mendoza and San Juan. 

The work is, it is understood, to be begun without delay. A 
survey party is already laying down the line the railway is to 
follow, between Nueva Roma and Catrilo.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
AUGUST, 1904.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for August, 1904, show a decrease in the 
value, as compared with the corresponding month of 1903, of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, an increase in the value 
of the Exports of British produce, and a decrease in the value 
of the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in August, 1904, was 42,439,9431., 
a decrease of 321,513/., or 0°75 per cent., as compared with 
those in August, 1903, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
31,738,3691., showing a total increase of 218,573/. The Exports 
of British produce alone show an increase of 694,9961., or 2°7 

r cent., as compared with August, 1903, whilst there is a 
decrease of 476,423/., or 8°1 per cent., in the Exports of foreign 
and Colonial merchandise.

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V.—SHIPPING IN AUGUST, 1904. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month of August, 1904, amounted to 3,719,865 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 4,193,214 tons, as against 3,732,702 tons 
entered and 3,992,793 tons cleared in the month of August, 
1903. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during August, 1904, amounted to 2,828,558 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,820,807 tons, as against 2,736,210 
tons entered, and 2,717,541 tons cleared in August, 1903. 


VI—EIGHT MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-AUGUST). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the eight months ended August, 1904, amounted to 
26,411,677 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 32,064,211 tons, as 
against 25,824,642 tons entered and 31,135,690 tons cleared in the 
similar period of the year 1903. With regard to the coasting trade, 
the tonnage entered with cargoes during the first eight months of 
1904 amounted to 21,350,996 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
21,015,489 tons, as against 20,835,037 tons entered and 20,609,546 
tons cleared in the first eight months of 1903.

IMPORTATION OF SHIPBUILDING MATERIALS INTO 
| GERMANY. 


The following particulars, relating to the importation of ship- 
building materials into Ger many, are taken from a report recently 
furnished by H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg :-— 

The employment of foreign shipbuilding materials for the 
construction of seagoing vessels in building yards situated within 
the German Customs Union, has during recent years been 
gradually decreasing ; but this decrease has not been owing to a 
diminution in the demand for shipbuilding materials, but to the 
fact that in particular the iron and steel materials used in German 
yards, are now produced in Germany itself. 

According to the existing German Customs tariff, exemption 
from payment of Customs duty is at present accorded to all raw 
materials and to finished articles imported into the German 
Customs Union for the construction, equipment, or repair of 
seagoing ships. By the new German Customs Law (which is not 
yet in force) this exemption is extended to such raw materials and 
finished articles as are used also for the construction of river-craft ; 
and it is expected that this measure will instil fresh activity into 
this branch of German shipbuilding industry, which, for instance 
in the building yards on the Rhine, has hitherto had great 
difficulty in competing with Dutch river shipbuilding. 
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Importation of Shipbuilding Materials into Germany. 





The latest official statistics published in Germany show that 
the total importations of duty-free shipbuilding materials (for 
sea-going vessels) into that country during each of the last five years 
were respectively as follows :—

The prominent descriptions of shipbuilding materials imported 
are iron and steel, iron manufactures, wood and wooden manu- 
factures, metal manufactures (other than iron) machinery, cordage 
and sails, and fishing nets. 

In 1903 the total value of foreign iron and steel shipbuilding 
materials alone was 132,850/. sterling. Amongst these the total 
value of the imports of foreign pig iron was 17,4501.; constructional 
iron, 11,850/.; anchors and chains, 31,500/.; cannon for equip- 
ment of Russian vessels, 23,950/.; and other iron and steel, 
22,2001. 

The total value of foreign wood and of manufactured wooden 
building materials imported last year, consisting chiefly of deals 
and planks, was 75,000l. ; that of metal manufactures (other than 
iron) 54,750/.; that of pumps and other lifting machinery, 
33,400/.; that of ropes and sails, 6,000/.; and that of cotton 
fishing nets, 31,5000. sterling. 

The falling off which has taken place in the total importations 
of iron and steel shipbuilding materials has been chiefly due to 
the decrease in the importation of iron and steel plates and sheets. 
The importations of these last mentioned materials alone from the 
United Kingdom (whence they are mainly derived) during 
the period from 1898 to 1903 fell from 20,720 to 3,208 tons. On 
the other hand, there has been an increase lately in the importa- 
tions from the United Kingdom of anchors and chains. 

The importations from foreign countries of various descriptions 
of wood employed in German shipbuilding experienced an 
increase. Considerable quantities of pimewood continue to be 
imported, more especially from the United States of America, also 
from Sweden, from Finland and other parts of Russia, whilst 
teak and other hard woods have been imported in greater quantities 
of late from British India, Siam, and also from the United States 
of America. 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, 


DOMINION OF CANADA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
Customs Decision COPY of a report of the Committee of the 
reopen Canadian Privy Council, approved by the 
Trade Catalogues Governor-General on 13th August, 1904, 
“and Price Lists. 7¢sPecting the duties imposed on the importa- 
’ tion of trade catalogues and price lists into the 

Dominion of Canada. : 

The report states that “‘while the Canadian Customs Tariff 
provides for a duty at the rate of 15 cents per lb. on trade cata- 
logues and price ijsts, and a rebate of one-third under the British 
Preferential Tariff, a concession was made some years ago, and is 
now in operation, whereby bond fide trade cataldgues and price 
lists of goods for wholesale in any country beyond the limits of 
Canada, not exceeding three to one address, may be admitted into 
Canada through the mails or by other conveyances, free of Customs 
duty—provided, however, that such catalogues and price lists shall 
not be held to include almanacs or advertising periodicals or 
printed matter designed to advertise the sale of goods by any 
person in Canada.” 


The Board of Trade have received from the Canadian High Com- 
ie Hadeiieain missioner a copy of a Customs Memorandum 
Regulations (No. 1,294 B.), dated 20th August, 1904, 

respecting forms laying down the Customs Regulations to be 

of Certificate and observed regarding duplicate invoices, invoice 

mince cea Ryne forms, new certificates and declarations on 

neciiiiest: Bis invoices, and revised oaths on bills of entry for 
Sart. goods exported to the Dominion. 

The New Regulations, which are to come into force on Ist 
October, 1904, under an Order in Council of 20th August, 1904,

Invoices in duplicate properly certified shall be delivered at the 
Customs House with the bills of entry for all imported goods. 

Every such invoice shall contain a sufficient and correct 
description of the goods, and in respect of goods sold by the 
exporter shall show in one column the actual price at which the 
articles have been sold to the importer, and in a separate column 
the fair market value of each article as sold for home consumption 
in the country of export. 

The ‘‘ price” and ‘ value” of the goods in every case aforesaid 
are to be stated as in condition packed ready for shipment at the 
time when, and at the place whence the goods have been exported 
directly to Canada. 

When the value of goods for duty purposes is determined by 
the Minister of Customs, under the provisions of the Customs

Act, by reason of the goods being exported or imported under 
unusual conditions, the value so determined shall be held to be 
the fair market vales thereof. 


The following Certificate of value is prescribed for Invoices of 
goods sold and exported to Canada, to be signed by the exporter 
or by a partner, official or employee of the exporter having a 
knowledge of the facts certified to, and to be written, printed or 
stamped on the Invoice.

4s to Catolognes to the provision in item 134 of the ‘‘ Customs 
nail ‘Deine Liate Revenue Act of 1901,” of an ad valorem duty 
* of 50 per cent. on “ ‘Advertising pamphlets, 
advertising pictorial show cards, illustrated adver tising periodicals, 
illustrated price books, catalogues and price lists” imported into 
the Colony of N ewfoundland. 
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It is stated in the Circular that the above item “ refers to cata- 
logues and price lists used and circulated in the Colony as adver- 
tisements and all such catalogues and price lists when circulated 
as advertisements for the purpose of obtaining retail business 
through the medium of the post or otherwise are dutiable at 
50 per centum, and shall be so charged.” 

It is also declared that item 172 in the same Act of 1901, pro- 
viding for the free importation of “ catalogues and price lists of 

ersons, firms, or companies domiciled elsewhere, and not person- 
ally doing business in Newfoundland,” is not in conflict with the 
previous item No. 1384 of that Act. 





JAMAICA. 


A copy of a Law (No. 12 of 1904) dated 4th May, 1904, has been

. be os * same time provides for the relief of certain 

re <4 uF vessels from the full payment of harbour fees 
and Might mues- and light dues in the Colony. 

By section 1 of the Law it is provided that :— 

‘“‘ Any vessel which shall enter any harbour of this Island, solely 
for the purpose of effecting necessary repairs, or of obtaining 
medical assistance for any sick person on board such vessel, shall 
not be liable to pay any harbour fees or light dues; and any vessel 
which shall enter any harbour of this Island, solely for the purpose 
of calling for orders, or of obtaining coal, water, ship’s stores, or 
necessary provisions, shall be liable to pay one-half only of the 
usual harbour fees and light dues. Provided always, that if such 
vessel, except for the purpose of enabling repairs to be effected, 
takes in or discharges any cargo or ballast, or takes on board, or 
lands any passenger, other than a passenger whom it is necessary 
to land on account of the state of his health, she shall not be

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The Law, inter alia, provides that any person intending to erect 
a hotel in the Island, containing not less than 40 bedrooms, may 
apply to the Governor in Privy Council for an Import Licence— 
the application to be made on or before 80th June, 1907. 

The materials, fixtures, or furniture required for the hotel may 
be imported under such licence free of duty—provided that they 
are not sold, given away, or permitted to be removed from, or 
used, or consumed for any other purpose than for the erection and 
equipment of the hotel specified therein. 

No materials, fixtures, or furniture imported under the above 
Law may be exported without the consent of the Collector- 
General. 

The Law provides that the term “furniture” is to mean 
bedsteads, chairs, tables (including dressing tables and washstands), 
sofas, wardrobes, presses, billiard tables and their appliances, 
pianos and organs.

BRITISH INDIA. 


According to “Indian Engineering” (Calcutta), the boring 
operations carried on by Government at Ballarpur, 
near Chanda, have been successful in proving 
the existence of a very thick seam of coal under a 
large area. The work has been going on for over 
three years, and during that time about nine bore holes have been 
sunk, each one meeting with coal. 

The first holes were put down close to the Wardha river. These 
holes proved coal at a shallow depth, but the thickness of the 
seam was found to be over 50 feet. Boring was next commenced 
about a mile from the river in the direction of the dip of the said 
seam and coal was proved on this line by two borings, each of 
nearly 600 feet in depth. 

Borings were afterwards made towards the north, which proved 
the continuation of the same seam in that direction ; the depth of 
the coal near the village is 450 feet. A shaft, 15 feet in diameter, 
is now being sunk, and it is expected that coal will be reached at 
a depth of 200 feet from the surface. The area of coal already 
proved is said to be two square miles. It is understood that the 
samples of coal gave good results when tested. 

The nearest railway to the coalfield is the Great India Peninsula 
Railway, at Warora, 40 miles distant, but a proposed line has been 
surveyed to connect Ballarpur with the Warora branch. The 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway have also surveyed a proposed line to 
Chanda and Ballarpur, so there is every hope that the coalfield 
when opened out will have good railway facilities. 

There has also been a considerable amount of prospecting done 
in the Pench Valley, Chindwara district, where a large area of 
coal land containing several seams of coal has been proved. A 
Calcutta firm have secured concessions, and work will shortly 
commence in the field.

“The percentage of imports from the United Kingdom has 
decreased from 23°94 per cent. in 1902 to 21°57 per cent. in 1908, 
although the actual value in each year was very nearly the same. 

“‘ Of the imports, 88°04 per cent., by value, have come by Limon 
and 11°96 per cent. by Puntarenas. This is exclusive of cattle, 
which come principally overland from Nicaragua, and of specie. 
The preponderance of the United States in imports to Costa Rica 
is due to the proximity of that Republic, the excellent communica- 
tion existing between the two countries, and to the banana trade, 
which is constant throughout the year. 

“The protective duties established in 1902 upon food-stuffs capable 
of production in the country have had due effect in the case of beans 
and rice, the home-grown supply of which has caused a sensible 
decrease in the imports. With these exceptions the increase in 
imports has been of a general character, but it is to be observed 
that the importation of articles of luxury has declined. 

“The total value of imports from the United Kingdom in 1903 
was 216,808/., the principal items being textiles, 99,214/.: coal 
(patent fuel for the use of the railways), 17,2521. ; railway supplies, 
14,7311. ; sacks, 13,584/.; galvanised roofing iron, 7,8301; candles, 
7,161. ; sewing cotton and thread, 6,024/.; drugs, 3,187/.; oils and 
paints, 2,451/.; coffee manure, 2,141/.; confectionery; preserves ; 
groceries ; biscuits; soap ; ‘machetes’; spades; bar and structural 
iron ; sugar-pans ; stationery ; hats; and manufactured tobacco.

duction, &c., of the principal foreign countries for a series of years, the 
information in each case being carried down to the latest year—in 
the majority of cases 1902—-for which data have been received at 
the Board of Trade from the statistical departments of the various 
foreign Governments. New tables appear in the present issue 
containing statistics of the foreign trade of Mexico, the railways 
of Italy and Argentina, the mineral production of Hungary and of 
the consumption of wheat and flour in France and Germany.

This publication is prepared annually in the Commercial, Labour 
and Statistical Department of the Board of Trade from the returns 
furnished to the Board of Trade by the various railway companies 
of the United Kingdom under the Regulation of Railways Act, 
1871, and the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, as to their 
capital, traffic, receipts and expenditure. A report comparing the 
statistics for 1903 with those for previous years and indicating the 
principal results of the comparisons is prefixed to the returns of 
the capital, traffic, &c., of the individual companies.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- ~ 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters in the 
interests of British trade, so far as it can be met by Government action. 


It is intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 4 


commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form convenient 
for reference. - In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. 


The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and | 


(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application 
being made to it either senna or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz. : Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ;) 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director bv the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation,:and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal’ is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the
